NE of the notable developments of recent years in the 
automotive field has been the tendency of manufac- 
turers to give diversity to their lines. The day has gone 
when a manufacturer could “get by” by offering a single 
body model on a single chassis and expect the motoring public 
t6 buy that solo product. It is no uncommon thing to find 
manufacturers with as many as thirty body models on two 
or three chassis. Twenty-five body models is just about 
‘the average line of a present-day maker. 
The only cars which do not run to considerable num- 
bers of body models are the quantity production jobs, where

that are offered today, the manufacturers put out an even 


yvreater variety of paint jobs. In many cases it is possible 
for a prospective customer to get half a dozen color com- 
binations of a given body model. In a recent compilation 
it was estimated that among car manufacturers today 
thirteen are putting out from two to eight body _ models. 
Twenty manufacturers are*producing from twelve to thirty 
models and three companies are turning out from thirty-| 
one to forty-two models in their lines. 

The truth is that the discriminating and educated taste 
of today makes such diversified demands on the manufac- 
turers that they cannot afford to stand on a line that does | 
not offer something to meet the varied tastes of their parons.

and Rubber Company of California, 
totaling 10,000 tires daily, resulted 
in the plant turning out its 10,- 
000,000th tire months ahead of 
expectations, is the factory an- 
nouncement just issued. 


The local plant is being called

Nog 
only are products of the Los Angeles 
plant being shipped to the nineteen 
distributing points in the territory 
of the Western factory, but carloads 
of the products are being sent daily 
to Eastern cities as well. 

Increased demand for Goodyear 

tires has necessitated shipping 
Western-made tires to Atlanta, In- 
dianapolis, Memphis, Knoxville, 
Charlotte and Des Moines. Since 
the first of this year the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company of Cali- 
fornia has shipped seventy-three 
carloads of tires beyond its pre- 
scribed territory. 
An increasing business is also be- 
ing transacted with the Orient and 
South American countries. On 
March 23 several cars were shipped 
from the factory consigned for 
Singapore, while on the same day 
five carloads left for the Denver 
branch. 

One of the unique phases of the 
expanding importance of the Pacific 
Coast factory was pointed out by 
Mr. Case. One freight car of the 
Santa Fe has been placed at the 
sole disposal of the tire company, 
This car is in constant use between 
Akron and Los Angeles, having 
made eight round trips without in- 
termission. It is loaded with Good~ 
year products at Akron and shipped 
to Los Angeles, where it is immedi- 
ately reloaded and shipped back to 
the Eastern plant. 


Pennsylvania R. R. 
Offers New Bus 
Service in N. Y. City. 


New York, April 7—The Pennsyl- 

vania Railroad Company has filed 
a tariff with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission regarding opera- 
tion of buses in New York city. 
Under the tariff the railroad com- 
pany agrees to carry to destination 
in Manhattan, Bronx and Brooklyn, 
without extra charge, any party of 
ten or more persons who have been 
transported over the road to Penn- 
sylvania terminal. The company 
also agrees to call for any party of 
ten or more persons and transport 
them by bus to Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion, providing said -party is to be 
transported over Pennsylvania lines. 
The tariff is to be effective April 
28, 1928. 
Presumably Pennsylvania will en- 
gage a New York bus company for 
this work, since such a company 
could more economically operate the 
service. Bus service of Baltimore 
& Ohio, although running only to 
certain definite terminals in the 
city, is operated by the 5th Avenue 
Coach Company. 

This action illustrates more vigor- 
ous competitive efforts of railroads 
to obtain an increase in passenger 
business. In 1927 Pennsylvania’s 
gross passenger revenues totaled 
$140,810,692, a decrease of $7,165,665, 
or 4.5 per cent. from 1926.

Some two years ago the Auto - 
motive Electric Service Corpora- 
tion, New York city, sensed this 
demand by reports of its traveling 
salesmen. . As a result key cutting 
machines, master keys and codes 
were installed and a high grade 
key service developed for the car 
dealer and garage. 

The keynote of this service ‘is a 
board with keys on hooks, the num- 
ber varying from 200 to 250, de- 
pénding upon the make of car. 
With this outfit the Nash dealer, 

for example, with a board of 200 
keys, can supply keys to owners of 
cars for the past five years. In 
other words, the equipment will care 
for all models. 

Each key bears an identification 
mark so that the car dealer can 
check the model of the car for 
which keys are needed, and this 
is easily and quickly done These 
boards are well made, are painted 
green, and the key hooks are of 
brass. The board is hung in the 
stock room or other location where 
the visiting car owners can see it. 

The «traveling salesmen of the 
Automotive Electric Service Corpo- 
ration sell the car dealer on the 
service angle of the board, stating, 
of course, that the assortment of 
keys will enable the dealer to ren- 
der instantaneous key service, which 
will build good will. 

The beards with complete list 
of keys cost the dealer from $37 
te about $65, depending upon the 
size of the assortment. And there 
is good turn over and approxi- 
mately a 40 per cent. profit for 
the dealer. When keys for a cer- 
tain model are sold the dealer 
reorders by number, and if his 
stockroom man has failed to re- 
order he can obtain the needed 
keys in very quick time. 

The name plate on the board 
gives the address and telephone 
number of the company supplymg 
it, and there is also a sticker sup- 
plied the car dealer with similar 

information. This sticker is circu- 
lar, about two inches in diameter, 
with white letters on a blue back- 
ground. It advises “keys for all 
cars,” and the “largest stock in 
New York,” as well as the address 
and telephone number. These stick- 
ers are sent out by the Automotive 
Electric Service Corporation to cus- 
tomers and in all mail matter. They | 
have built much new business. 

Rush orders are filled promptly. 
Dealers from New York state, Con- 


necticut, New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania order rush keys by mail, and} 
many times by telephone. The or- 


der data involves the number of

With rush orders the key is mailed 
within twenty minutes after receipt 
of order. In many instances mail- 
ing is by special delivery. Similarly 
dealers near by send for keys which 
are cut, if not in stock; while the 
party is on his way to the store.

Keys are sold in pairs on single 
lot orders, but the company is mak- 
ing a special drive to sell dealers 
the board because of the service it 
will enable the dealer to render his 
customers. The salesmen calling on 
the dealers selk the service, and it 
is because of the service angle that

Legislature Does Bit 


By Blocking Bad Bills 


LBANY, N. Y., April 7.—Al- 
though the 1928 session of 
the New York State Legislature 
has been branded as the most 
non-productive in many years, it 
will be remembered with kindly 
feelings by the automotive indus- 
try for its rejection of various 
bills of particularly vicious or 
detrimental nature to the indus- 
try. 

The bulk of the credit for this un- 
favorable attitude of the Legisla- 
ture toward harmful automotive 
measures must go to the vigilance 
of the Automobile Merchants’ Asso- 


ciation of New York, which brought |} 


all the weight of its strength| 
against those bills.

On the other hand, various bills 
of inestimable benefit to the auto- 
motive industry were passed or were 
given favorable attention with indi- 
cations of bemg passed at the next 
session.

This measure was unanimously 
passed by the Senate but was held 
up in the Rules Committee and 
Assembly.

The council, the announcement 
said, aims te assemble complete 
data as to precedure and prac- 
tice, and to determine the trends 
of policy in each state, se that 
from the existing mass of diversi- 
fied regulations it will be possible 
to shape standards by which the 
eyes of America’s more than 25,- 
000,000 drivers can be tested with 
uniformity and fairness. 

To what extent poor eyesight is 
consistent with safe driving is a 
question yet unanswered, the an- 
nouncement declared, though™it is 
an important factor in the traffic 
problem. Regulations, it was found, 
vary widely throughout the coun- 
try. In some states visual tests are 
required: by law; in others they are 
not. Harmony of practice is lacking. 


“Experience, however,’ the an- 
nouncement continued, “has con- 
vinced traffic directors that a vis- 


ua] test should be required of every 
applicant for a driver's license. It 
is noteworthy that wherever eye- 
sight tests have been started they 
never have been discontinued. 

“Hundreds of thousands of auto- 
mobilists are now examined for de- 
fects of vision annually in_ this 
country, but without proper relation 
to a standard scientifically reached 
and uniformly applied 

“What is wanted is a visual] acuity 
norm for motorists, We must 
find out where the danger line in 
motor vision lies.” 

New York state, it was asserted 
by the Council, is progressively in- 
creasing eyesight requirements and 
is about to put into force a regu- 
lation that every driver must have 
50 per cent. of normal vision to 
obtain a license. 

After careful survey made at 
wheel of an auto with different fog- 
ging lenses it has been discovered in 
the New York experiments that a 
person with 50 per cent. vision would 
be able to see safely and to judge 
distance while driving.

DEALER FINDS 
DOE 


His Offers, However, 
Are Not in Excess of 
The.Cars’ Value 


By WILLIAM C, CALLAHAN 


STORY that has been 

going the rounds in 
country schools for, perhaps, 
the last century or so, relates | 
that Ben Franklin got the| 
shock of his life when he ran} 
a copper key up a kite string 
during a thunder shower and | 
in this way discovered elec- 
tricity. Franklin, beyond 
doubt, had the right theory, 
and his practice was not 


much out of the way. 

Many an automobile dealer got 
the shock of his life when he found 
at the end of the season that he had 
registered a record breaking num- 
ber of new car sales, but had piled 
up a stock of used cars that must 
be moved at a sacrifice. Usually, on 
analysis, these dealers will, no doubt, | 
find that they, like Franklin, had the | 
right theory, but their practice was 
wrong. 

Some one a few weeks ago sug- 
gested, and to an extent, perhaps 
rightly that the business of selling | 
new cars today had resolved itself | 
into competitive bidding for used | 
cars by the dealer organizations. It | 
is true that there are a number of | 
motor car owners today who buy 
new cars on the basis of how much 
they can get in turn-in allowance 
on their old cars, and they will buy 
from the dealer who offers them 
the best allowance regardless of 
whether or not the car that that 
dealer has to offer is the one that 
they have always coveted. 

There is nothing the dealer can 
do to change this tendency on the 
part of owners and there is noth- 
ing he can do to prevent the other 
dealer from offering an allowance 
greater than that which he could 
afford to offer. He should, of 
course, make every possible effort 
to convince the owner that the 
product he is offering is superior 
to the product of the dealer who 
is offering a better turn-in allow- 
ance, but if the owner is obdurate 
and refuses to be convinced, the 
dealer would be much better off to 
lose the sale than to make the sale 
at a loss. He should never lose 
track of the fact that a used car 
is worth, to him, only what it 
would bring in resale, minus the 
cost of making the resale.
